The reason 
why the American Imperialists have been willing to accept the proposal 
of the Soviet Union for a cease-fire in Korea, and why it was the - 
Amerfean imperialists! army of areression in Korea that. denanded 
a cease-fire is because, after the merciless blows they have received 
ut the hands of the. Chinese and the Korean people's. armies, the 
Acerican imperialists have realised that chey are incapable of con- 
tinving with their aggressione ee. * nee 


_ What sort of a situaticn then obtains in Malaya at present? 
In a nutshell, it is a situation which witnesses the successive ; 
Gefeats and falling back of the British imperialists on the one hanc 


and the constant expansion of the strength of the people on the other. 


Politically, the enemy has met with shameful defeats. 
vhe "Man-Power Regulations" have becn smashed. AS a reply to the | 
sneny's conseription, the youths in- the Federation have either joined 
the Liberation Army or have tried to dodge it. In regard to the ; 
registration at the 'Man-Power Bureau" in Singapore more particularly, 
“obody cares to take any notice of .t. Further, the elections spon- 
eered by the enemy have met with. lukewarn reception and contempt. 
Atter the British imperialists have mobilised all the "running dog" 
ruplie bodies, etc. to exert their utmost to boost the registraticn 
of "voters" in Singapore for over 2 months, only 7,2p4 voters were 
ree istered. In the case of the registration of yoters in Kuala 
nunapur, only 3,565 yoters were remistered, which was haraly 2% of 
‘he population of that -place. Then again, there is the educaticnal 
policy of the British imperialists in Malaya which, intent, o:. wiping

At present the British {mperialists are already comp etely powerless 
to deal with the Liberation Army. “Consequently, the best they 
ean do is to turn:their attention towards an intensifiec perseevticn 
of the masses in-the rural areas. “The “bankruptcy or failure of. Uhe 
bridges’. plan means a big military defeat for: he British imperiniists. 
Let us quote an instance: "The purging of South Jqhore" forms the 
first stage of the Briggs plan. -However, 10 matter How maniacally 
the cnemy, sets about. his work of forcibly removing homes, burning up 
villages, Slauglitering and bombing, our Aray continues as. before 
constantly to derail trains, to ambush and to launch attacks upon 
the enemy. Even with over 100,000 Military and Police. coupled 
with aeroplanes, big guns and tanks, the British imperiaiists are 
-till unable to strike at the Liberation Army in any effective manner. 
sr the contrary, the Liberation Arny has been able properly to employ 
its guerilla strategy and war tactics and take the initintive in 
attacking and routing the enemy and in ceaselessly expanding itself. 
on Sgtablishment and the growlne strength of the Leth Regiment. in 
celantan and the fact that the forces of the British imperialists 
stationed there could not stand the blows dealt them by our Army

Economically, the British {mperisists appear presentable 
outwardly only. “Becausé they are unable to bear the huge military 
expenditure, they have inereased the rates of taxes and intensified 
their exploitation of the people. Inflation and soaring commodity 
npices have driven the British imperialists into a panicky state, 
and they are powerless to solve the problem.

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stagnant situation 1s bound to alternate with one of 
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“urther, the searcity of food brought about by the violent 
Cestruction of the rural areas ty the British imperialists, has 
cevelrped into a serious problem for ‘them which is insoluble. 


As a follow-up to fils defeats and falling back, which are 
aily becoming ndre aggravated, the enemy is bound to resort to acre 
maniacal tactles ite latnch his attack upon the revolution. But we 
‘ast pot mistake such frantic actions cf the eneny for his great 
strength; they ghow, in fact, the final desperate struggle for life 
on the. part of the imperialists. . . 


We must not, on account of the comparatively stagnant revcl- 


utionary activities, consider. that the situation 1s unfavourable to 


nu. This would be a mistake... The stagnancy is merely temporary. 
The law governing the development of the ey war is - a 
Shundcerous tempo. 
 Marxisd<Leniniem has. given us titis guidance; when it be- 
comes, necessary for us to. attack, it is imperative that we must. pro- . 
ceed to attack with unflinching gallantry; . when it becomes necessary 
for ug to retreat, we have to make the correct retreat + in fact, at 
certain times, even to the extent of remaining aompletely quiet.
